In exercise of the powers conferred by Article 229 
of the Constitution of India, the Honourable the Acting 
Chief Justice hereby makes the following amendments to 
the Kerala High Court Service Rules, 2007, namely: 

Amendment (C. S. No. 20) 

In the Rules, 

1. The existing entry “Section Officer/Court Officer/ 
Court Fee Examiner” occurring in rule 4 against 
category 7 in Sub Division 2 of Division I shall be 
substituted by “Section Officer/Court Officer”. 

2. The existing entry “Section Officer/Court Officer/ 
Court Fee Examiner” occurring in rule 20 (1) (a) against 
Serial No. 7 shall be substituted by “Section Officer/ 
Court Officer”. 


3. The following shall be inserted as Explanation 
to rule 20 (2) (a). 

“Seniority in the Category of Section Officer (Higher 
Grade)/Court Officer (Higher Grade) shall be the criteria 
for being considered for promotion, as prescribed in 
Annexure-I of the Rules, to the category of Assistant 
Registrar”. 

4. The words “Section Officer/Court Officer/Court 
Fee Examiner” occurring under rule 20 (2) (b) between the 
words “Appointment as” and “shall be made” shall be 
substituted by “Section Officer/Court Officer”. 

5. The words “Section Officer/Court Officer/Court 
Fee Examiner” occurring under rule 20 (2) (b) between 
the words “in the category of’ and “shall be promoted” 
shall be substituted by “Section Officer/Court Officer”. 

6. The words “Section Officer/Court Officer/Court 
Fee Examiner” occurring in Explanation 1 and 2 under 
rule 20 (2) (b) shall be substituted by “Section Officer/ 
Court Officer”. 
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7. The existing Explanation 3 under rule 20 (2) (b) 
shall be substituted by the following: 

“Explanation 3—Seniority in the category of Section 
Officer/Court Officer shall be reckoned with effect from 
the date of appointment as Section Officer/Court Officer/ 
Court Fee Examiner or from the date of first appointment 
to any of the posts of Section Officer or Court Officer 
or Court Fee Examiner under the repealed Rules subject 
to the restriction that the seniority of Court Fee Examiner 
appointed under the repealed Rules shall be reckoned 
only with effect from 21-5-2004 or from the date of 
appointment whichever is later.” 

8. The words “Section Officer/Court Officer/Court 
Fee Examiner” occurring under rule 20 (2) (c) shall be 
substituted by “Section Officer/Court Officer”. 

9. In Annexure I, the existing entry “Section 
Officer/Court Officer/Court Fee Examiner” occurring in 
column (3) against category 7 in Sub.

“Section Officers (Higher Grade)/Court Officers 
(Higher Grade) who are appointed as Court Fee 
Examiner, by transfer will also be considered for 
promotion in accordance with their seniority in the 
category of Section Officer (Higher Grade)/Court 
Officer (Higher Grade)”.
